Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 7: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1 and 7 is the inclusion of a 
second fluid in said second cylinder in contact with said second piston on an opposite 
side thereof from said one side for receiving pressure pulses generated by the vibratory 
movement of said second piston and transmitting the second pressure pulses to an 
article. It is these features found in the claim, as they are claimed in the combination 
that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes 
this claim allowable over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 13: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 13 is the inclusion of the article in 

contact with a second fluid responsive to vibratory movement of said second piston to 

transmit pressure pulses to said article. It is these features found in the claim, as they 

are claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the 

prior art of record, which makes this claim allowable over the prior art.
